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of cleared land, free ot cost, for such period as may be mutually 
agreed upon, and appropriating for the partial maintenance of 
such denrinstration station a sum not less than five hundred dol-
lars, wlikh sum shall be paid annually for period of lease to the 
secretary of the board of regents of the university, to be dis-
bursed by thew in accordance with the usual regulations gov-
erning expenditures of the university. 

Section 3:"i2ein----9. Fot the purpose of maintaining such 
demonstration farms, there is appropriated to the regents of the 
university, from the general fund of the state, the sum of one 
thousand dollars annually, for the period of five years for the 
nr.rintenance of each such demenstration station so established. 

SEurrox 2. This act shall take elect and be in force from 
and after its passage amt puldieation.

CHAPTER 625. 
AN ACT appropriating a sunt of money not exceeding live thou-

sand dollars to defray the expenses of a joint committee to be 
appointed under the provisions of joint resolution No. 144, 
A., for the porpoise of investigating the schoolbook prices and 
the text-book situation in this state. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, r6presented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SEcTioN 1. .1`here is hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of five 
thousand dollars, or so notch 1 hereof as may be necessary for 
the purpose of defraying the expenses of the joint committee 
appointed or to be appointed under the provisions of joint reso-
lution No. 114, A., for the purposes therein mentioned, and to 
pay stenographers, clerks and other assistants, witness fees and 
other expenses incurred under the provisions of such resolution. 

SECTION 2. All bills and accounts incurred under the provi-
sions of this act shall, before being paid, be approved by the 
chairman of said committee. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.
